May it please Your Excellency, 

We have the honour to present our Thirty-eighth Annual 
Report on the Convict and Local Prisons, the Place of Preven- 
tive Detention at Maryborough, the. Borstal Institution at Clon- 
mel, and the State Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis, and with 
respect to the Registration' of Criminals. 

Number of Penal Establishments. 

The number of Penal Establishments under the control of the 
Board is as follows : — 

1 Convict Prison for- Males at Maryborough, a portion of 
which is set apart as a Place of Preventive Detention 
under the Prevention of Crime Act, 1908 ; 

1 Convict and Local Prison for Males and Females — Mountjoy 
Prison, Dublin ; 

12 Local Prisons, one of which is for the time not in use ; 

3 Minor Prisons ; 

1 Borstal Institution at Clonmel; 

1 State Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis; 

5 Bridewells. 

In accordance with Your Excellency’s directions, consequent 
on the large diminution in the number of prisoners owing to the 
war, we have reduced Kilkenny and Tullamore Prisons, and we 
propose shortly to reduce some other Prisons in like man- 
ner. These Prisons are temporarily reduced in status as a 
war economy, but should an increase in the prison population 
require it, they can readily be restored to the pre-war status. 
The Minor Prisons will be in charge of a Chief 'Warder, and will 
be only used for prisoners on remand or for those sentenced to 
terms not exceeding 7 days. All other prisoners will be com- 
mitted to such of the larger prisons as have been fixed by Your 
Excellency as most convenient to the committal areas. 
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Number ol Committals. 


The number of committals for 1913 was 19,399, a decrease of 
3,823; as compared with the preceding year.

One prisoner was transferred from the Convict Prison at Mary- 
borough to the Place of Preventive Detention at Maryborough 
during the year, as compared with 7 in 1914. 

The number of committals for drunkenness in 1916 was 5,125 
(2,454 men and 2,671 women), showing the large decrease of 
2,812, or 33 per cent, on the number for 1914 The number of 
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women committed for drunkenness in 1915 (-2,671) shows a de- 
crease of 179 on the figures for 1914, but is slightly higher than 
those for 1913 (2,616). “

The number of prisoners committed in 1915 and the daily 
average number in custody have again been the lowest on record. 
The decrease we attribute mainly to the following causes : (1) 
the depletion of the male population; (2) the greater 
prosperity in agricultural, and the higher wages and increased 
employment in industrial areas ; (3) the granting of time for the 
payment of fines under the Criminal Justice Administration Act, 
1914. 

Imprisonment in Default of Payment of Fine.

It will be seen from the above table that the number com-

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mitted in 1915 in default of payment of fine shows a very large 
reduction on the number so committed in 1914. While this 
reduction' is chiefly due to the general reduction in the number of 
prisoners, it is also owing in a measure to the provisions of the 
Criminal Justice Administration Act, 1914. The operation of 
this Act is also probably responsible to a large extent for the 
falling off in the number of prisoners who paid part fine after 
committal, the proportion of which to the total number com- 
mitted in default of payment of fine has fallen from 18 per cent, 
in 1914 to 14 7 per cent, in 1915. 

Bridewells. 

The number of prisoners committed to Bridewells in 1915 was 
372 on remand and 50 under sentence of 3 days or less, making a 
total of 422. The number committed on remand in 1915 was 
198 more, and the number committed on conviction 40 less, than 
in 1914. 

Health and Mortality of Prisoners. 

The health of the prisoners has been good. There was prac- 
tically no infectious disease amongst prisoners during the year. 

There were 5 deaths among local prisoners during the year. 
One of these resulted from uremic coma, one from cerebral 
hemorrhage, and one was a case of sudden heart failure. In the 
other two cases death was due to cardiac failure following chronic 
alcoholism in one case and acute pulmonary congestion in the 
other. There were no deaths in convict prisons. 

Thirty-five prisoners were released on medical grounds from 
local prisons before the expiration of their sentences, 16 of these 
being women near their confinement. The number of convicts 
released on medical grounds was six. 

Insane Prisoners. 

During the year 52 prisoners were transferred from local 
prisons to lunatic asylums, being a decrease of 11 on the number 
so transferred last year. Of these, 45 are reported as having 
been insane on admission into prison and 2 as probably insane. 
Of the remainder 2 were found insane by juries, but showed no 
signs of insanity in prison, and one was a doubtful case. Only 
2 were returned as sane on reception into prison. In one 
of these cases insanity developed in a period of 4 months, and in 
the other after 8 months. 

Five convicts were transferred to the Central Criminal Lunatic 
Asylnin during the year, three of whom had developed insanity 
in periods of 5 months, 18 months, and o.| years respectively after 
reception into prison. Of the remaining two, one is reported as 
having been mentally oblique, and the other probably insane on 
reception. 
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Classification of Prisoners. 

The changes in the classification of prisoners introduced by the 
operation of the Criminal Justice Administration Act, 1914, have 
proved fairly satisfactory. The provisions of the Act seemed to 
have been imperfectly understood by some of the committing 
Courts, with the result that in a number of cases old offenders, 
such as habitual drunkards, were sentenced to imprisonment in 
the First or Second Division, for which Divisions they are quite 
unfitted. We are, however, satisfied that, as the provisions of 
the Act become better known, more care will be taken that the 
privileges of the First and Second Divisions are extended only 
to those prisoners for whom they were intended by the Legisla- 
ture. 


Conduct of Prisoners. 

The conduct of the prisoners during the year has been good, 
the proportion of local prisoners punished being practically the 
same as in 1914, viz. — a little over one per cent. 

Prison Industries. 

The Industries carried on have, as in the previous year, been 
maintained with difficulty owing to the very reduced number of 
prisoners. 

As much as possible has been done to utilise the labour avail 
able for War industries ; over a million sandbags have been 
manufactured for the War Department, and large numbers of 
mail bags, required for the postal service, including special bags 
required for the- Expeditionary Force, have been turned out. 

The following is a summary of the principal prison employ- 
ments : — 

Tailoring . — The uniforms of the male officers and the clothing 
of the male prisoners were manufactured in the prisons. 

Shoemaking . — Producing the boots and shoes of the prisoners; 
also leggings, gaiters, pouches, etc., required by the General Post 
Office. 

Weaving . — Producing the frieze, linsey, and blankets required 
for the prisoners’ clothing and bedding. 

Mailbag Making .- — Producing the Bag's required for the Irish 
Postal Service. 

Sandbag Making . — Producing over 1,000,000 Sandbags for the 
War Department during the war. 

Woodcutting . — Producing the firewood required for public 
offices, also for certain Military Barracks, and supplying the 
public.

Mat Making.— Producing the mats required for Government 
Departments and supplying the public. 

Stone-breaking . — This employment is confined to Hard Labour 
Prisoners, and has decreased owing to diversion of labour to 
war work. 

Agriculture .— The farm at Maryborough is closely cultivated, 
as well as all available plots of ground attached to other Prisons 

Sewing and Knitting . — Producing the uniforms of the female 
officers, clothing of the female prisoners, and the underclothing, 
socks, stocking's, etc., for both males and females. 

Laundry w ork . — In some Prisons prisoners arc employed on 
work for outside customers as well as on washing for the prisons 
and for Government Departments. 


Prison Buildings. 

During the year the work in connection with the maintenance 
and upkeep of the Board’s establishments has been kept within 
the narrowest limits possible, and all works of improvement or 
reconstruction have been suspended owing to the war. 


Visiting Committees.

During the year one or more of the Visitors appointed by Your 
Excellency visited Maryborough Convict Prison on nine occa- 
sions. 
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The Visitors appointed for Mount joy Convict Prison visited on 
three occasions. 


Registration of Criminals. 

The “ Register of Convicts and Habitual Criminals ” was 
further increased in the course of the year by the addition of 147 
names of prisoners belonging to these classes. 

711 names were added to the “Supplemental Register,” which 
is composed of the names of persons who have been sentenced 
at least to one month at Assizes or Quarter Sessions and above 
one month by Courts of Summary Jurisdiction for various 
specified offences. 

The police applied during the year to have finger prints taken 
in 244 instances where they were unacquainted with the antece- 
dents of remand prisoners. This course resulted in the discovery 
in this office that 82 of these had been previously convicted. 

Preventive Detention. 

The number transferred into this class during' the year was 1, 
and the number discharged to the care of guardians was 6, the 
number remaining at the end of the year being 6. 

Borstal Institution. 

The number of juvenile adults committed to the Borstal Insti- 
tution during the year 1915 was 80, and 27 were released on 
licence. 

The work of the Institution continues to make good progress. 
This is shown by the fact that the proportion of those discharged 
since the establishment of the Institution who, as the result of 
careful inquiry, are known to be doing well, is as high as 80 per 
cent. 

Besides the inmates released on licence during the year, 48 
other inmates who, with the consent of their parents or guar- 
dians, had volunteered for service in the Army, were released 
by Your Excellency for that purpose. Up to the present 75 
inmates have joined the Army direct from the Institution since 
the outbreak of the war, and many other released on licence 
have also joined, about 270 ex-inmates in all being now serving 
with H.M. Eorces. We are glad to be able to record that the 
conduct of these youths in the Army has been very good, and 
several have distinguished themselves by gallantry in the field. 
Up to the present 18 of them have been killed in action or have 
died of wounds. 

We alluded in our last report to the facilities given by the 
Criminal Justice Administration Act, 1914, for the committal 
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to a Borstal Institution of youths convicted by Courts of Sum- 
mary Jurisdiction. Very little advantage seems to have 
been taken by these Courts of the provisions of the 
new Act, and we cannot but think that there are 
many youths convicted repeatedly of petty offences, and 
drifting steadily to a life of crime, who might, with 
beneficial results, be afforded the decided chance of reformation 
which the Borstal system provides. 

Having regard to the character and circumstances of the boys 
committed to the Borstal Institution, we notice with regret that 
some of the committing Courts do not impose sentences of suffi- 
cient length to enable tlie boy to get the full benefit of the train- 
ing. We desire to draw attention to the fact that the giving of 
the full sentence of 3 years does not necessarily mean that the 
inmate will be detained for that period. A boy committed for 3 
years might gain his discharge in six months if he showed him- 
self fit for discharge, and if there appeared to be a reasonable 
probability of bis abstaining from crime and leading a useful and 
industrious life. Committing courts, in giving the full sentence 
of 3 years, can do so with the complete assurance that the boy 
will not be detained in the Institution a day longer than his "in- 
terests require. 


State Inebriate Reformatory. 

During the year 9 inmates (5 males and 4 females) were com- 
mitted under sentences of detention to Ennis State Inebriate 
Reformatory. In addition, 3 females were received on transfer 
from a Certified Inebriate Reformatory, and 2 males were recom- 
mitted on revocation of licence. 

During the same period 11 inmates (4 males and 7 females) 
were discharged on expiration of sentence, 2 females were re- 
leased on licence, and one male and one female were released on 
commutation of sentence. 

The daily average number in custody in 1915 was 31, the daily 
average number for 1914 having been 28. 

The number discharged up to 31st December, 1915, after 
undergoing a course of treatment in the Reformatory was 100 
men and 154 women — total, 254. 


Prison Staff. 

The conduct and efficiency of the prison staff during the year 
have been very good. 

During the year a further number of prison officers joined 
IT.lVr. Eorces, and there are now 4 superior and 44 subordinate 
officers serving in the Navy or Army. Besides these, the follow- 
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ing officers were, we much regret to report, killed in action or 
died of wounds : —

We have pleasure in recording that one of our Medical 
Officers, Captain B. J. Hackett, M.B., R.A.M.C., was awarded 
the Military Cross for conspicuous gallantry in October, 1915.
